THE CAUCUS AND CONVENTION SYSTEM. 
It is becoming clear to many persons that not 
only our caucusses in the large places are entitled 
to very little respect, whenever their results are 
close, at least, but that our State Conventions, as 
jately organized and manned, would be very lia- 
ble to be governed by the smartest rallyers and 
the most frequent voters, in any case of a strong 
contest. There is great advantage in a large and 
popular convention, as in a large legislative body ; 
but it seems to me that by-and-bye we shall be 
obliged to have the number reduced, say to two 
or three for every representative district, —480 or 
720,—this last number would be large enough; 
and that the delegates will have to be chosen in 
season for a roll to be made, and certificates issued, 
to the regularly chosen members, or their accred- 
ited substitutes. There is a funny article in the 
January number of the North American Review, 
on nominating conventions. : 
Sidney G. Fisher, a Philadelphian I believe. 
Like most of the men who write about the evils 
of our present political system in the North Amer- 
tcan, the New York Nation, and papers of that 
description, he probably never entered a political 
convention in his life. He sees that a great many 
poor sticks come out of those bodies, labelled 
‘regular candidates,” and so he sets himself at 
work thinking out a remedy. Here, the English 
writer,—after whom follows Senator Buckalew 
of Pennsylvania,—has got-a theory that some 
machinery may be instituted by which men the 
people will not have for their public servants may 
still be chosen, for the very reason that the peo- 
ple will not have them!

No 
person shall be a ‘‘nominor’ except ‘‘a native- 
born American citizen of the white race, not less 
than forty years of age, educated according toa 
standard fixed by law, and possessed of an 
amount of income or property sufficient to elevate 
him above the class working for wages,” and so 
on,—bdut enough of this nonsense.

New York, February 3, 1868.

The time may come when some 
minister of liberal sentiments and earnestness 
will be sent to Florida to recruit his failing health, 
doing which he will invigorate us spiritually by 
words that have enlightened and interested our 
Northern friends.

Tne Late Grorce W. Liant.—The death of | 
George W. Light is announced. Mr. Light was | 
well-known in this city. He was a printer andj 
publisher in early life, and a versifier whose lines, | 
simple and pertinent, always carried a practical 
moral. He was an original Liberty-party man, 
and a constant political abolitionist. The later 
years of his life were given to collecting money | 
and soliciting subscriptions for leading journals.

Many old 
friends will hear of his decease with mingled 
feelings of respect and regret.

Gov. Axprew’s Last Pourticat Letrer.—_ 
Gov. Andrew was stricken with paralysis on the 
2th of October. On the 27th, two days pre- 
vious, he thus wrote to an intimate personal 
friend :— 

Boston, Oct. 27, 1867, 

Dear : You are right in supposing that 
story to be a mistake about the war office being 
offered to me and my reply about Mr. Reverdy 
Johnson. é 

It is true, however, that I have frequently con- 
trasted his statesmanlike conduct in supporting 
the anti-slavery amendment of the United States 
Constituuon, and (although he did not personally 
like it) in supporting the military reconstruction 
act, with the conduct of many other public men, 
who subordinate their public conduct to their 
own self-hood. But, since no place in the cabi- 
net has been placed at my disposal, I have never 
made, nor had the opportunity to make, any 
terms about its acceptance.
